Under the circarnstaucestbr-Qaestiou 


was perfectly natural. It was a dark 
night and the fact that tbe eltvtric 
lights for a block east and west sputter- 
ed constantly instead cf giving a steady 
light did not improve matters.

This makes 
it comparatively easy for the men to 
keep track of one another, for there are 
rarely more than a dozen men in a 
company, and each man in it knows 
about where his comrades are working 
at a. fire. 


The custom among tbe men is to keep 


constantly inquiring for one another. If 
Jones hasn't happened to see Smith for 
some time, be immediately asks the 
first man of bis company that he conies 
across where Smith is. If that man can't 
tell, tbe inquiries go on, and so a man 
can't be missing for very long without 
his comrades knowing it Then it is an 
easy matter to trace Smith to the last 
task he was ordered to do, and as a rule 
be is hauled safely out of danger. From 
constant usage the system has become 
almost perfect, and the cool courage 
that it has developed has made the de- 
partment one of the finest in tbe world. 
The men Trill risk everything and go 
against the roost tremendous odds to 
save a comrade.— New York Sun.

During 12 months spent in the Aus- 


tralian colonies in tbe year8^870-1, I 
bad more opportunities than were pleas- 
ant of studying the habits of ants. 
These insects, as is well known, are not 
only a nuisance, but an absolute peat in 
hot countries. They march in myriads 
and destroy everything in their road. 
In justice to the ants, I am bound, how- 
ever, to admit that I have found them 
useful in more ways than one. For in- 
stance, I bought an opossum skin rug 
from a native. I soon became painfully 
aware of the fact that it literally 
swarmed with fleas and other vermin. 
In vain did I exhaust my stock of pep- 
per. Even turpentine seemed to have 
no effect beyond increasing the reckless 
Activity of these irritating settlers. 


At last, ia despair, I threw my rug 


down on an ant hill, Iu less than half 
an hour every flea and objectionable 
parasite was eaten, but the rug was full 
of ants. I therefore bung it on a mimosa 
bnsh, and as soon as tbe ants found they 
were suspended they hastened to leave 
the rug and descended by tbe bush as 
best they could. 


Again, I bad killed a snake in Tas- 


mania and wished to clean and bleach 
the skeleton, which I intended to have 
mounted as a necklace. I left tbe body 
near an ants' nest In a few hours there 
was not a vestige of flesh on tbe bones. 
The sun soon did the rest.—Gentleman's 
.Magazine.

ifaay fuittersi aro so situated that 


they are compelled to sell their surplus 
prodocts ts fcOou as ready for market, 
inakiug no diffvri-iico whether the war 
ket is demoralized or iu a fiourishies 
condition, for they need tbe money and 
must sell or borrow. This class '' the 
proper time to sell" need not worry. 
Bather than borrow money, always dis- 
pose of your surplus products, unless 
you see some remarkable future inhojd- 
ing. This advice ooines tiom an Ohio 
correspondent, who writes as follows to 
Country Gentleman: 


The price of apples and potatoes i« 


often nwh higher during the winter 
and spring mouths than in the full, 
when they can be market«<l at much 
less expense. If apples or potatoes are 
stored to await higher figures, there is 
an increased labor and risk in keeping 
them. Then, too, there is always more 
or less loss from rot and other causes. 
When any commodity not of a perish- 
able nature is at irk lowest price, or 
it is reasonable to believe the lowest 
price has been reached, is not the time 
to sell, for a reaction has in nearly al 
instances shortly followed. When tbe 
price of wool went to the bottom, as it 
did in 1896, not a few farmers who had 
on band two clips beside the one of 
1896, became uneasy and sold their en- 
tire collection. 
Wool loses very little, 


if any, if properly packed, even if kept 
for two or three years. 


Is it not the safest and in the end the 


way that oftenest pays to make it a 
rule to sell when the products are ready 
for market, unless the condition of the 
market points to a decidedly better near 
future? Unless one has made a careful 
study of the markets for some time, the 
condition which now exists and which 
many think is still going to be the same 
for mouths may change in 24 hours 
more than was thought possible in tbe 
next six months. 


In the fall, when the majority of arti- 


cles are harvested and are ready for 
market, the roads are good. Hauling can 
be done much easier and cheaper. Often 
the higher price of some commodity 
late in the winter or in tbe spring is 
due to the condition of the roads, which 
are often at that season of the year ul- 
most impassable. Tbe cost of getting the 
article to market will more than offset 
the advance in price quite often. Good 
winter roads—that is, turnpikes—are 
not to be found in all localities by an> 
means. Summing it all up, tbe proper 
time to sell is when the article is ready 
for market, unless there is every indica- 
tion of advanced prices in the near fu- 
ture. Even then, unless it is shifted te 
the bottom, wo may think that condi- 
tions exist which do not.

postures assumed by the wheelmen and 
wheehvomen when they strike the elas- 
tic wires.

Their Wealth.

Tbe colored people of tbe state 


and especially that part of them who 
h»*e taken part in politics, are 
thoroughly enraged over Governor 
BoshneH's action ia tbe matter and 
insist that the life of a colored man 
is u precious u that of a white man. 
They say they are perfectly willing 
that Mitchell's life should pay the 
penalty ct his crime, in a legal man- 
ner, bat they objected to his taking 
off without the color of law. They 
think that Governor Basbnell was 
icoilss in cot eaiuug cut troops in 
time to protect Mitchell, and several 
of the local leagues have condemned 
Governor Boatmen's action in tho 
strongest terms. 


A few days ago it was announced 


that at a mass meeting of members 
of the Afro-American League of 
Franklin county resolutions were 
adopted relieving the governor from 
any responsibility of bis action and 
declaring that he acted with wisdom 
aad caution in tbe matter. That state- 
ment when published in tbe papers 
stirred np the members of the Afro- 
American League of this country, 
many of whom bad never beard of tbe 
alleged resolutions at all. 
They set 


on foot an investigation with-tbe re- 
sult tbat ths discovery was made 
that the alleged mass meeting was 
a meeting of members of the leagne 
who were under persoaal obligations 
to toe present state administration. 
Most of them were officeholders, and 
thc*e who were not were connected 
in ither ways with the administra- 
tion. The man meeting at which 
the resolutions were adopted was 
held after one of the regular meet- 
ings of the league and was attended 
only by the administration people. 


The Afro-American League of the 


eonnty is stirred np about the matter 
and has set on root an investigation. 
The members now claim that they 
have positive proof tbat the bogus 
resolutions w*n (aspired by amasaber 
of tne state administration, and 
threaten to spread the Information 
all over the state. Th«r promise to 
lose vr,9 Republican ticket two-cbirds 
of th* colored vote of tbe state.

reckless inflation. On (be other 


band, they have found the avaricious 
and insatiable usurers, who make mon- 
ey breed, struggling to reduce tt» vol- 
ume of money, so that in collecting their 
debts they would get something more 
valuable than they loaned. These de- 
stroyers of the value of property have 
always ms-Jerrtood the art of making 
money more valuable by reducing its 
quantity in the world, because they 
know that the more valuable money is 
the mom property it will bny. and when 
they collect a debt they want the mon- 
ey they receive to be a great deal more 
valuable and buy a great deal more 
property than tbe same amount of man 
ey would buy when the debt was cre- 
ated. 


We never bear of the quantitative 


theory of money from the gold aide ex- 
cept when they want to argue against 
inflation. They understand it well 
enough then. Then they will tell you 
that the mote money there is the less 
each dollar will buy, which is perfectly 
true, bat they never tell yon that the 
less money there ia the more property a 
dollar will bey. With them the rule 
works only one way; with na it works 
both ways. 


The advocates of bimetallism are 


equally opposed to inflation and to con- 
traction. Contraction has already taken 
place within the last 30 years to the ex- 
tent of about a half of the world's prop- 
erty. Every money lender is now worth 
jest twice as much aa he was 30 years 
ago, estimating his -wealth in property 
of whatever kind. Every man who is 
not a money lender is worth half 
much aa be was HO years ago in tbe 
same kind of property tbat be now 
owns. This contraction it is proposed to 
remedy by restoring the silver money of 
the constitution. 


We propose that tbe law of 1887 shall 


be re-enacted, under which the mints 
were open on equal terms to gold and 
silver. By the Sherman swindle of 1873 
congress was trapped into closing the 
mints to silver. The people, by long and 
patient struggling, have since secured 
the coinage of a considerable quantity 
of silver and restored its legal tender 
quality, bnt the gold standard party, 
headed by Grover Cleveland, again 
closed the mints to silver in 1893. Tbe 
people now propose to tear down the 
gold party, wiiich is tbe same party un- 
der HcKinley tbat it was under Cleve- 
land, only tbe privates in tbe army are 
different. Tbe officers are all the same, 
and they all look to the same end. We 
will not restore the Bland-Allison act 
or the Sherman purchase act. 


These were the mere makeshifts of 


Wall street. 
They were the bobbles 


placed upon silver .measures which they 
found it impossible to wholly defeat. 
We will overthrow tbe gold dynasty. 
We will obliterate every vestige of its 
wicked rule and have the unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver. The nations 
of the \vorld will buy whatever they 
want of us then just as they do now, and 
tbey will boy BO more. We will sell 
them a great; deal more than we will 
buy of them. They can pay os the dif- 
ference in gold or they can follow our 
policy of bimetallism. 


There will be no inflation. 
The 


smoniiC of money in the country-will 
limited to the gold and silver presented 
for coinage OKU tbe treasury notes, 
Which can easily be kept interchange- 
able with gold and silver coin. There 
can be no inflation, because nobody can 
manufacture either silver or gold, and 
there is not and never has been enough 
of both metals in the world, available 
for coinage purposes, (o equal tbe 
amount needt-d to maintain the general 
range of prices at what they were when 
silver was demonetized. Prices will not 
jtuup back TO the lates of 25 years ago, 
but there will be a gracm t! riu*. .Money 
if ill dtcrca^ in value i::t!u by little, 
and all other property wi:l increase in 
value little by littlo correspondingly. 
The poorest property then that a man 
can own Null bo n^oaey. 


The result •will Le th.it tiie owners of 


money will either invest it in enter- 
prises of all kinds or will he glad to 
lend it at interest to the energetic, ca- 
pable and enterprising men who know 
how tc use it in business. Money lend- 
ing will still be an occcnpaticn, bnt tbe 
nj".cey leader will rather be a partici- 
pant in tbe benefits of business invest- 
ments than a mere wrecker, profiting by 
the misfortunes of others and rejoicing 
when he can confiscate their property in 
the payment of a debt uwnllcn to double 
its original size by the gold conspiracy.

It 
18 the injury which the flying par- 
ticlet, i-ifting mto the room through 
every possible aperture, cause to 
Iho delicate films and sensitive 
plates. All films are made of prep- 
arations of gelndn, and n large 
proportion of the glass plates now 
used are also coated with this sub- 
stance, which, because of its soft, 
sticky nature, is particularly likely 
to attract every atom of dust in the 
surrounding air. 
The particles, 


however email, leave their impress 
in tbe form of opaque spots upon 
tbe sensitive surface and seriously 
mar its perfection. To remove the 
damage, a great amount of retouch- 
ing is necessary, which is not only 
laborious and tiresome, but which 
cannot always be satisfactorily ac- 
complished if the dust is very thick. 
What ia known as tbe "carbon proc- 
ess" in photography ia probably 
more easily injured by dust than 
any other, because an extremely 
delicate film of gelatin ia used. 
Chiefly on account of this drawback 
the carbon process is seldom em- 
ployed in this country, although 
photographs are made which resem- 
ble the real carbon pictures HO close- 
ly in color that they are called "car- 
bontypes." In England, where the 
carbon process is more common, it 
has become customary for London 
photographers to send their devel- 
oping work out of town to be done, 
in order to escape the dust and 
emoke of the city, but this practice 
has not gained much ground here. 


The photographers in this city, as 


a rule, perform all their operations 
in the same building in which their 
studios are situated, and, for the 
sake of thus keeping tbe developing 
process at home, they are obliged to 
be at great trouble in protecting it. 
Some of the methods employed for 
this purpose were mentioned to a 
reporter the other day by a well 
known Broadway artist. 


"In the first place," he said, "we 


not only keep our darkroom itself, 
but the whole top floor in which it 
is situated, spotlessly clean. The 
floors are all oiled until there is not 
a crack in their surface to harbor 
dust, and they are 
thoroughly 


washed every morning before we 
begin our day's work. All the ta- 
bles, trays and everything we use 
are kept equally clean. The win-

Tlie Ora\ ItatIon Theory. 


In eno of his lecture.s before the Low 


ell institute, Boston, recently Profi1.-'or 
G. F. Wright combated the supposition

Ho instanced in illustration 
the Newtonian theory of gravitation ns 
involving parndosc^ t« this day unt't 
plained, arguing that if bodies act up 
on eacii other at a distance without an" 
intervening medium then a thing can 
act \\here it is not, which is an absurd- 
ity, while, oil the other hand, if there 
is a material medium filling all spacn, 
•ml a gravity is transmitted through 
that by a push rather than bv a pull, 
then the transmission ought to occupy 
some appreciable tinre, but this it does 
not do, and at any rate, if its action is 
not absolutely instantaneous, its veloci- 
ty must bo at least fifty million times 
greater than that of light. Moreover, 
every effort to represent gravitation as 
the result of a push from behind in- 
volves absurditicH of various kinds. In 
fact, Newton's finul conclusion vii» that 
the philosophy of gravitation is abso 
lntoly inconceivable and its action para- 
doxical.

At LOOU, 
after hardtack, pork and coffee, the 
brigade formed three lines of a square, 
when the deserter waa marched from 
right to left of the lino and seated upon 
the coffin. Twelve men were marched 
two or three rods from him. The officer 
gave the command, 'Ready, aim, fire'.' 
The criminal fell back on his coffin, 
pierced by five or §i« bullets. The bur- 
ial followed immediately, without serv- 
ice, and the brigade pulled out, the 
band playing a quickstep. 


"After the battle of Gettysburg, and 


when the Fifth corps wan camped near 
tbe Rappahannock river, in September, 
the whole command was formed on 
three sides of a square, the customary 
formation, and witnessed the shooting 
of five deserters. All of them were of 
tbe class known as bounty jumpers. 
They had deserted several times, one of 
them five times. They were New York- 
ers. A desperate effort bad been made to 
save their livea. Several committees 
from the great city had waited upon 
President Lincoln and pleaded for them. 
The wives and children of two of them 
visited tbe president, but Mr. Lincoln 
could cot be moved. He bad overlooked 
the offense in hundreds of instances, 
bnt the time had come when the dis- 
cipline of tbe army demanded the se- 
verest punishment of soldiers found 
guilty of that crime. 
" Secretary Stanton, for a year before 


Mr. Lincoln had refused to BO punish 
deserters, had pleaded with him to let 
the law have its way. Mr. Stanton had 
told tbe president many a time that bis 
soft heart was spoiling the army and 
endangering tho life of the nation, but 
Mr. Lincoln paid liftle heed until 1863. 


"In tome poifcans of the army it was 


the custon. to hang deserters, bnt in 
most instances they were shot, and in 
tho presence of their respective com- 
mands, as described. The effect was 
magical. Desertions were little heard 
of for the next few months."—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

It touched off 
the whole teeming populace like a 
match in a powder barrel; there 
was a frenzied rush of swarthy loaf- 
ers for safety, and a shrieking chorus 
of "Amok, amok!" ths street cry 
of the far east which means many 
deaths in a short period.

These ten minute dramas occur 20 


or 30 times a year in Batavia and in 
most cities of the remoter east The 
pleasant Malay prefers this method 
of suicide to any other, and after 
losing his wealth at a gambling den 
in the east city slums, or hia be 
frothed through fever, he decideb 
on an amok It is far lest, cold blood 
ed than common self murder, and 
the red, rabid frenzy appeals to the 
hot blood of the ruined Malay. He 
buries his kris in the body of the 
nearest man and kesps the line of 
a maddened jackal through 
the 


town, tailing to right and left, 
fall a readier knife encs him. I 
have known 11 victims to suc- 
cumb to one amok, and at times 
a powerful hillman will cut down a 
score of bystanders before he meets 
the point. In all countries of the 
farthest east you will find that rum 
breeds this fever for the running 
Kill. — London Answers

Antiquity of thr Pipe. 


Archaeologist J. D. McGnire of the 


National museum announces his discov- 
ery of the fact that the ancient Romans 
siaoked. Of course they knew not to- 
bacco, which is a plant native and pe- 
culiar to the new world, but they nsed 
several other herbs, and of these foui 
have been definitely identified by Mr. 
McGnire. This news upsets tbe long ac- 
cepted theory that the practice of smok- 
ing was invented by tho American ab- 
origines and was unknown eteewhore in 
the world until after the landing of 
Ooluuibns. 


Unquestionably Fmokiug had already 


been practiced by tbe Indians for cen- 
turies when Columbus first reached 
these shores. It was with them to a | 
great extent a form of religions cere- 
monial. Dr. Daniel G. Brinton, the 
famous ethnologist, thinks that it had 
its beginning iu the blowing tube of 
the medicine man. Ignorant savages are 
disposed to regard the human breath as 
possessing magical properties, and it 
may be supposed that burning leaves 
were introduced into the tube for the 
pnxpoee of making the breathing visi- 
ble. 
The Indians smoked many kinds 


of plants, such as sumac, red willow 
bark and the leaves of tho kinnikinick 
or bear berry, and tobacco doubtless was 
a diffovory resulting from a selection 
of the fittest. 


The earliest Indian pipes were simply 


tubes, in cue eud of which the tobacoo 
or dried leaves were put. Mr. McGnire 
finds that the pipes used by the ancient 
Romans were made on the same plan, 
the bowl buiig au invention reserved 
for a oonipar.itiv.-ly recent day.—Wash- 
ington Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Ill France a living kite has bfeii seen

Tho 
kit" v..i<i £0 feu liifjh and made rf 
cloth. The tiR-t attempt to fly it was 
made on an exposed section of the coast, 
where the wind blew iu over a lake. A 
large parachute was attached to the 
frame of the kite, to which the mau 
was supposed to ding iu case of a fall. 
Everything beiug ready, tho kite was 
braced against tho wind, the man took 
his place, and 50 men ran against tho 
wind with the rope, many more hold- 
ing the t:;ii. xiin\\iiiii caught the enor- 
mous surface, and amid loud cheers 
from the spectators the mail rose ten 
feet from the surface and there remain- 
ed, held by the aieu at the tail. Slow- 
ly the latter released tbe rope, and grad- 
ually the kite rose, proving beyond 
question that a mau could ascend in 
this fashion. It was such a hazardons 
and uncertain -experiment that a very 
high flight was uoc attempted.—New 
York Sim.

Whtc the mahout elects, for a change, 


to sit ou tho saddle, or pad, he drives 
with bis feet, and the dullest eye can 
detect how a rub of tho heel on the 
right fckoulder turns the elephant to the 
left, and vice \ersa. 


After his tractability his gentleness is 


tbe elephant's most marked characters 
tic. The mahout takes cruel advantage 
of his disposition sometimes, thrasbiuj 
him on tho too nail with a billet o 
wood, or—if free from risk of discovery 
by his European master—pricking hi 
trunk with a spear till blood flows. 


An elephant has rarely been known 


to retaliate save when it must. When 
that curious madness comes on him, u 
one dares approach him in his pickets 
If be be taken in must, and the fact es 
cape nctice, the consequences are likelj 
to be awkward at least. 


In a suburb of Raugun an elepban 


belonging to a firm of rice merchant 
was one afternoon taken down to th 
river for his csuul bath after work. H 
had, the mahout said, been "dull" a 
day and seemed out of sorts. Ho was i 
must. Ho signified the fact by seizin 
his mahout aud tossing the astonishe 
man into the water: then he mil iut 
the "go down" closo by and, with on 
squeal, dismissed soaio 300 coolies a 
work there. 


The go down was a huge palisad 


shed, covering over an acre and was full 
of loose paddy (nnlmsked rice) and 
stacks of bags and grain. For two nights 
and two days that elephant enjoyc-d 
himself among those stacks. Spearmen, 
posted round the palisade wall, kept 
him in, and one might have supposed 40 
elephants bent on mischief had been 
there instead of one mad one. At last 
he was made prisoner with tho aid of 
two big tuskers and chained up until 
such time as he should recover himself 
—London Sketch.

Millions of FidiUem »nd Fleas. 


It is evident, according to Nansen, 


that tho waters of the polar seas are fat 
from be'ijg deserted by living creatures. 
Wherever the fifa is open or partially so 
Mjals-, u.ir\vh.il« aud birds abound, and 
ou the he.ip* of ice near thf edge cf tlie 
water the boars ;ire numerous-. TJndei 
the ice mar! ne aimu.ils are not vaulting. 
The explorers found in abundance little 
crustarcan.s wliC'O discovery was the 
result of :m accident. 


Une day the conk punk u piece ot 


meat in a hole which hu had cut in the 
ice with a viowof thawing it out. That 
is a method often resorted to for the 
purpose of sparing tho furl. Forty-eight 
hours afterward, while taking out thf 
meat, tho cook was astonished to liml 
an miiiic-iiso number of little auimai- 
that dropped upon the surface of the ict 
aud commenced to jump about like 
fleas. Nauson, who is a professor ol 
zoology, had no trouble in recognizing 
tboso little crustaceans, which may be 
eeeii jumping in the sund, and which 
are called sand fleas. He was delighted 
at the discovery, because the creatures 
are good to eat, although they coiitaiu 
but little nourishment. 


A few mouths later on, when in 78 


or 80 degrees north latitude, in Octo- 
ber—that is to say, at. the beginning d 
the long winter night—be fished up in a 
little net with close meshes a quantity 
of little crustaceans. This proves thai 
life is by no means suppeiulod under tht 
ice; on tlw contrary, ir is very active, 
in the lull u (if uie tm(.unu, \\m-iw tijC 
water is shallow, there are numerous 
sUriiiOi, jnollnsks, worms, sponges and 
several species of Crustacea.—Jourua) 
lies Dobats.

steps. They lived, as Uiogeni-s t'-lls 
us, upon .he plainest foud and were 
contented with half a pint of wine 
daily, but, as a rule, their drink 
was water. Their temperance was 
noted and of ten ridiculed." 


So far from sacrificing every thing 


to the selfish pleasures of the plate, 
"Epicurus appears to have been a 
man of boundless sympathy and 
practical benevolence. 'There are 
plenty of witnesses of his unsurpass- 
able kindness to everybody,' gays 
Diogenes Laertitis, who also speaks 
of 'his gratitude to bis parents, his 
beneficence to his brothers, his gen- 
tleness to his slaves, as is evident 
both from bis will and from the fact 
that they took part in his studies of 
philosophy, and his universal kind- 
ness to all men.' His three brothers 
cherished toward him the utmost 
reverence and were among his most 
enthusiastic disciples. 'In respect 
of his kindness and self denial, the 
life of Epicurus, when compared 
with the lives of other men, might 
pass for a fairy tale." His notion of 
pleasure is the reverse of 'sensual' 
in the ordinary meaning of that 
word." 


Epicurus, however, undoubtedly 


endeavored to emancipate mankind 
from tlie belief in the gods. His 
mother is said to have been a sor- 
ceress or priestess of some oriental 
rite, and tbe notion is that the force 
of the recoil from what he saw in 
his boyhood carried him into a pas- 
sionate crusade against superstition. 
Care and fear seemed to him to be 
the great curses of existence and to 
emancipate mankind from their 
yoke, and especially to break the 
power of superstition, he propound- 
ed two doctrines by which he be- 
lieved he would break forever the 
fetters in which the human soul had 
been chained: 


First —Tbe blessed aud incor- 


ruptible natiirt neither has trouble 
of its own nor cause* trouble to oth- 
ers, so that it feels neither anger 
nor favor, for all huch emotions be- 
long to that which is weak. 


(second —Death is nothing to us. 


for that which is dissolved has no 
eonseioiiMiess and that which has 
no consciousness is nothing to us. 


Yet, notwithstanding this antag- 


onism to religion, he seems to have 
anticipated in some respects more 
of the essential features of the Chris- 
tian religion. The Reviewer says: 


"Other philosophers addicted, 


themselves specially to the well to 
do and the cultivated, but Epiumis 
takes a« much thouplit for the poor, 
the untaught, the suffering, as for 
the fortunate. 
Indeed ho seems to 


have the former most in view. Of 
his slaves be made fellow students 
and friends. 
It is not too much to 


say that he regarded all men and 
women as his follows whom be 
would gladly help. We do not won- 
der that no head of any school of 
philosophy in Athens was so loved 
as Epicurus. "—Collier's Weekly.

i he suffered a stroke of paralysis. 


He never again recovered good 
health, though he would improve at 
times and would be able to be about 
more or less until within the o»»t six 


eight months, when he was con- 


fined to his home almost constantly.

paralysis, the last of which occurred 
bout five weeks ago and since then 
19 became weaker gradually until be 
aacefuUy passed from mortal life 
ast evening. 


The deceased was a son of Thomas

Langan moved to this city in 
1S68 and he entered into the grocery 
business with James Langan, at the 
Olty Bank corner, and was later a 
member of the grocery firm of Mowen 


Langan, in tbe northeast corner ot 


the public square. In 1874 be re- 
moved to Bluff ton, where he, with D. 
0. Hulburt, was engaged in tbe bank 
ing and grain business for several 
rears. Returning to this city in 
June, 1886, he became bookkeeper and 
>aymaster for the Mackinaw Drilling 
3o , and was serving in that capacity 
hen he suffered bis first stroke of 
uralysis. 


Mrs. Langan died in December, 


:891. Mr. Langan had for some 
itme made bis home with bis 
>rotber, John Langan, at 218 north 
Union street. He leaves three sons 
and one daughter. The former are 
W. T. Langan, of the freight depart- 
ment of tbe Michigan Central R E., 
at Toledo; Merle M. Langan, of the 
Buckeye Pipe Line offices In this city, 
and Glenn 6, Langan, employed at 
the Ohio State Hospital at Toledo 
The daughter is Mrs. W. £ Beach, 
of this city 
Three brothers—John 


and Thomas Langan, who are in the 
grocery business in this city, and 
9ugb Langan, of Gblcago—survive 
ihe deceased, as does also one sister, 
Isabella, who still resides in Ireland.
